As a matter of fact, the workings of 
the brain are Influenced by the same 
conditions as

structures of the body. 
Poisoning, 
either from 
within 
or 
without 
the 
body, 
and 
Insufficient 
or 
improper 
nourishment are responsible for most 
cases of mental breakdown, 
just 
as 
they are responsible for most serious 
affections of the heart, the kidneys or 
the stomach. 
A careful study of 210 patients in a 
hospital for mental cases showed that 
35, or 10 per cent, of the cases were 
due to direct infections of the brain, 
causing 
some 
form 
of 
meningitis. 
These infections came 
through 
the 
mouth, the nose, or the ear, and were 
preceded, of course, by infection of 
some part of the body. 
In 7V4 P<?r 
cent, the mental disorders were due to 
infections in more distant structures, 
such as the teeth, the tonsils, the gall 
bladder, or the appendix. 
In these 
cases, the infection was carried to the 
brain not directly but by the blood 
current. 
Ten per cent of the cases 
were due to the use of alcohol or some 
other drug. 
Twenty-six per cent were 
clue to some defect in the constitution­ 
al make-up, that is. to some deficien­ 
cy at birth of the brain or some other 
part of the body. 
Fiv e per cent were 
due to old age, softening of the brain, 
etc .; 37 per cent to gland deficiency, 
such as defects of the thyroid gland 
in cretins; 10 per cent to defectiv e 
food, prolonged physical work, either 
in the hot sunshine or under abnormal 
heat 
conditions, 
to 
childbirth, 
and 
similar conditions. 
Only 15 cases or 
about 7 per cent, were due to mental 
shocks, unbearable situations, exces­ 
siv e emotions, or great sorrow. 
The normal human being is so con­ 
stituted, mentally and physically, that 
lie does not giv e way under mental 
strain or natural emotion. 
We all of 
us hav e our trials, 
if we were not 
able to stand them, most of the hu­ 
man race would he Insane.
